The  decrees  of  our  courts  of  justice,  so  called,  are  greatly 
influenced  by  sympathy.  This  is  aptly  shown  in  the  following 
story  told  by  an  old  lawyer: 

"One  time  when  I  and  some  other  lawyers  were  engaged  in 
defending  a  prisoner,  charged  with  murder,  Judge  Shope  was 
among  those  employed  on  the  side  of  the  prosecution.  We  made 
a  very  vigorous  effort  to  get  our  man's  head  away  from  the 
halter,  and  our  chances  seemed  fair  enough  until  Judge  Shope 
addressed  the  jury.  He  did  not  seem  to  make  much  of  an  im 
pression  at  first;  they  listened  rather  coolly  and  indifferently 
to  Jus  arguments,  but  all  at  once  , a  circumstance  arose  that 
somehow  turned  things  in  his  favor: 

"While  he  was  Speaking  a  messenger  boy  entered  the  court 
room  and  handed  him  a  telegram,  which,  still  continuing  his 
address  to  the  jury,  he  mechanically  tore  open.  Suddenly,  as 
he  glanced  at  the  message,  his  eyes  dilated  and  he  stared  in 
tently  on  the  words  before  "him.  Then  his  voice  faltered  and 
broke,  his  breath  came  and  wept  in  short  gasps,  his  chest  heav- 
ed and  fell  with  deep  emotion,  and,  turning  his  tearful  eyes  on 
the  jury,  he  said  in  almost  sobbing  tones: 

"'Excuse  me,  gentlemen;  I  fear  I  cannot  go  on  with  my 
address.  T  have  just'  received  the  mournful  news  of  the  death 
of  a  dear  friend,  one  who  has  been  of  the  most  material  bene- 
fit to  me  in  my  profession,  and  whose  demise  leaves  a  sorrow- 
ful gap  that  none  can  ever  fill.  Excuse  me,  I  beg  of  you;  I  am 
utterly  unmanned  and  broken  down  at  this  sad  calamity.' 

"Some  members  of  the  jury  respectfully  expressed  their 
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regret,  and  kindly  urgednini  to  continue  his  address,  and  he  did 
so,  The  result  was  that  he  won  the  ^ntire  sympathy  of  that 
jury,  and  they  returned  a  verdict  of  guilty  against  my  unfor- 
tunate client,  who  was  consequently  sent  to  the  penitentiary  for 
life. 

"When  the  trial  was  over  somebody  picked  up  the  telegram 
that  had  so  opportunely  come  into  the  hands  of  the  able  ad- 
vocate and  through  which  lie  so  successfully  wrought  upon  the 
feelings  of  the  jury.  It  had  been  sent  by  a  waggish  friend,  and 
simply  contained  the  favorite  expression  of  a  character  in  one 
of  Charles  Head's  novels,  the  old  soldier  in  -The  Cloister 
and  the  Hearth,'  which  is:  -Have  courage  friend;  the  devil 
is  dead."'

A  husky  crowd  of  South  Carolinians  from  Clemson  came 
to  Auburn  on  Monday,  November' the  second,  with  the  avowed 
purpose  of  twisting  the  Tiger's  tail.  But  it  turned  out  that 
they  were  not  "man  enough."  The  Auburnites  went  into  the 
game  with  blood  in  their  eyes  and  fought  the  Clemson  men 
back  over  their  goal  line  twice.  One  touchdowu  came  in  each 
half  as  the  result  of  straight  football,  the  forward  pass  was 
used  only  occasionally,  but  when  Ware  hurled  the  oval  to  Hill 
there  was  always  something  doing. 

For  Clemson.  Coles  and  McFaddeu  played  excellently,  also 
did  Gaston.  McLaurin  and  Kauffman.  The  first  two  were  speedy 
in  their  attempts  to  regain  side  kicks,  and  the  last  three  nam- 
ed bucked  :he  line  hard. 


OFor  Auburn,  the  whole  team  showed  their  steadiness  and  re- 
liability. Ma'cLtre,  at  quarter,  ran  the  team  well.  Hughes 
could  not  be  stopped  when  MacLure  called  upon  him  to  buck. 
Ware  skirted  the  ends  well  and  showed  his  usual  ability  with 
the  forward  pass.  Reynolds  did  his  full  share  of  ground  gain- 
ing, too.  Both  the  ends  played  hard.  Patersou  showed  the 
steadiness  of  a  veteran^  and  Hill,  as  usual,  made  the  Clemson 
backs  fight  for  every  inch  of  ground  they  gained.  As  for  tht 
line,  they  were  there  with  the  goods.

The '  Baptists  came  to  Auburn  from  Mercer  'University  on 
Saturday.  November  the  ninth)  for  the  last  football  game  on 
the  cainpas  for  the  year.  The  contest  proved  to  be  uninterest- 
ing on  account  of  the  ease  with,  which  Auburn  romped  away 
with  the  game. 

The  weather,  was  bright  anti-clear,  but  not  cool  enough  for 
fast  football;  Dust,  tilled  the  air  after  the  first  few  minutes  of 
play,  and  -made  it  hard  for  the  players  to  breathe. 

The  Mercer  team  is  mostly  green  and  were  unable  to  cope  ; 
with  Auburn's  attack.    They  are  gritty,  however,  and  have  the 
weight,  and  with  more  experience,  will  do  better  playing.  Scog- 
gins  at  guard  and  Poole  at  "right  tackle  did  excellent  work  .' 
for  them. 

Captain  Wilkinson,  MacLure  and  Batson  were  not  sent  in 
the  game,  for  fear  of  their  being  injured  with  the  Alabama  game 
only  a  week  off,  and  before  the  game  had  progressed  long  all 
the  regulars  were  taken  out  and  the  secOnd  eleven  seiit  in.  But 
they  kept  up  the  scoring  just  the.  same. 

For  Auburn,  "Scrappy"  Hill  did  grjHit  stunts.  He  "was 
always  down  under  punts,  when  any  Mercer  man  dared  to  stick 
his  head  through  the  line  ''Scrappy"  promptly  .turned  him  back- 
ward, and  above  all  he  was  in  the  game  from  start  to  finish  and 
kept  up  a  constant  flow  of  encouragement  to  his  team  mates. 
Reynolds  played  his  first  game  at  quarter-back  and  used  good 
judgment.  He  handled  the  team  well,  and  kept  its  work  up  to 
good  speed.  Harris  at  half-back  did  some  of  the  prettiest  work 
carrying  the  ball  that  has  ever  been  seen  on  the  campus.  He 
seemed  almost  unstopable.  One  of  his  runs  was  for  20  yards  after 
receiving  Mercer's  kickoff.  Swart  played  good  football.  On 
cross-bucks  and  end-runs,  he  was  a  shining  light.    In  fact,  the 
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whole  team  played  well  aiid  would  have  done  better  but  for  their 
confidence  of  winning  the  game.
